| have been fighting a never-ending battle all my life. Some of you may know that | suffer from a condition called Diamond 
Blackfan Anemia (DBA). This is a congenital disease that causes, among other defects, my bone marrow to be unable to produce 
enough red blood cells naturally. My circumstances are unfortunate, but | learned to fight it. From the beginning, it has been an uphill 
fight for survival. The defective gene left me, at birth, unable to breathe and eat properly. | was young and oblivious then, but now | 
understand this was the first combat. My parents and doctors were the first troops. They fought for my every breath and bite. | had a 
clett palate, they repaired it; | had a compromised airway, they put in a tracheostomy tube; | couldn’t eat enough to thrive, they put in 
a gastronomy tube. They used every trick up their sleeves to keep me alive. They succeeded. The first combat was won. 

Next came the struggle for a normal life. Fortunately, | have an arsenal of weapons at my disposal to treat the disease. However, 
each treatment has its drawbacks. Blood transfusions would directly replenish my blood but require my going to the hospital tri-weekly 
or monthly. A bone marrow transplant would cure the anemia but only by putting my life at risk. Luckily, | am able to choose the safest 
and definitely the most convenient option, a steroid medication, even though it does lead to myriad side effects. For example, my 
growth plateaued in the sixth grade, resulting in my current and future height of four foot ten. It also does not completely alleviate the 
anemia. | often find schoolwork to be a particular chore as | am left enervated after a long school day. Some fights cannot be 
completely won. 

There are also victories. | am lucky that my condition does not dictate what interests | pursue. Despite deformed digits and a defective 
airway, | have studied the piano and the flute; and despite brittle bones, | have learned karate. People with diseases and disabilities are usually less able to explore the world. Yet, my 
recent adventures have taken me to the Galapagos Islands, Australia, Italy, and Thailand. Through it all, there is my huge support system, from teachers to therapists to friends, to 
whom | owe a large debt of gratitude. They helped me with fundraisers, provided accommodations, and, most importantly, allowed me to break free of the constraints of my disease. 
This is the sweetest victory of all. 

My personal battle is part of a much larger war against DBA. Our central command for this war is the Diamond Blackfan Anemia Foundation (DBAF). At Camp Sunshine, during 
a session organized by the DBAF, | met people who are very similar yet, at the same time, very different from me. Although they are fighting the same battles | am, some endure even 
more severe symptoms than | do. Should my disease worsen, | know that there are others | can talk to. | am not alone in my struggle. 

You may now be inspired to join me in this war against DBA. You can participate by donating to the DBAF or by applying to medical school, both of which will contribute to a 
cure. You can also learn more about this condition by following @beatdba on Instagram, co-managed by myself, or the DBAF page on Facebook. There are also various DBA 
nonprofit organizations established in countries such as Canada, Australia, and some of the European countries, all of whom have Facebook pages as well. With your help, we will 
win this war that nature has started. 

Diamond Blackfan Anemia has shaped my physical abilities and appearance. But | will not let this battle define my life. A quote sits on the ledge of a small shelf in my house. It 
reads, “Life is not about waiting for the storm to pass. It’s about learning to dance in the rain.” | cannot control the storm, but | will not wait for it to pass. | choose to dance in the rain.

S nN E Julia Arnold (10) talks about a family trip to the Swiss Alps 
i Cc that went awry. 


“My dad, my grandfather, and | love to go hiking together in the Alps in Switzerland. My dad always plans the hikes, 
and he loves going on the older hiking paths. These were the paths he took when he was younger and went hiking with 
his dad. Once, he decided that we were finally going to make it to the top of a notoriously dangerous mountain. 
However, he decided that we weren't going to take the conventional path up the front of the mountain. Instead, we went 
around the back. In order to make sure that we had enough time, the three of us left at 6:30 in the morning. The first part 
of the hike was fine. But suddenly, the markers that showed us the path disappeared. We were stranded on a rocky 
plateau and had no idea where we were. My dad and grandfather walked across the plateau for almost two hours 
while | stayed at the last marker. Eventually, it was noon, and we still had half of the mountain to climb. My grandfather 
had already been to the top of the mountain once, so when he suggested we try and go around the mountain, my dad 
and | agreed. We started walking, and everything was going fine, when we suddenly came to a gravel slope. We 
walked down and realized too late that we had come to a massive pile of rocks left behind from the glacier. The smallest 
rocks were the size of a car, with the biggest rock being the size of a large house. We climbed through almost a mile of 
rock debris, having to make sure that we didn’t fall into the massive cracks between the rocks. When we had made it past 
all of that, we were finally able to find the regular path that lead up the mountain. We thought that we had finally left the 
worst behind us, but we were wrong. The path began to narrow, and suddenly we came to a river and a slippery slope.

We had been out for over ten hours 
and had only made it half way up the mountain. We haven't gone back since.”

House Speaker Nancy Pelosi announced that she 
would be opening a formal impeachment inquiry on 
Trump. Trump has insisted he did nothing wrong in his 
phone call with Zelensky, saying there was “no 
pressure whatsoever.”

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On December 18, 2019, Speaker Nancy Pelosi presides 
over Resolution 755, Articles of Impeachment Against 
President Donald J. Trump for abuse of power and 
obstruction of Congress. For only the third time in the history 
of the nation, the House of Representatives formally 
charged a president of the United States with high crimes 
and misdemeanors. On February 5, 2020, after a two-week 
trial in the Senate, President Trump was found not guilty, 
ending a bid to remove him from office that bitterly divided 
the U.S. The Senate voted to acquit him 52-48 on charges 
of abuse of power and 53-47 on obstruction of Congress.

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The Centers for Disease Control entered 
uncharted territory with the outbreak of a 
respiratory disease caused by a novel 
(new) coronavirus. First detected in China 
in December of 2019, COVID-19 rapidly 
spread worldwide, first to Korea and 
Japan, then to Italy and the United States; 
at time of print, it was in more than 110 
countries and was responsible for more 
than 4500 deaths. By March of 2020, 
multiple states, including Massachusetts, 
had declared a state of emergency; on 
March 10th, universities around the States 
began to shut down and moved to online 
learning exclusively in an effort to keep 
people from congregating in close 
quarters. The stock market plummeted in 
response to the virus, and many 
businesses - particularly in the industries of 
tourism and air travel - faced devastating 
loss of demand for their services. Within 
the United States, the coronavirus sent 
people to stores to clear shelves of hand 
sanitizer, soap, disinfecting wipes, 
protective face masks, and even toilet 
paper. The situation evolved on a day-to- 
day basis with new travel restrictions and 
“hot spots” of the virus popping up on a 
rolling basis. On March 11, the World 
Health Organization declared COVID-19 
a pandemic. On March 12, schools 
across the state began to close, some for 
one week, some for two weeks, and other 
indefinitely, as buildings needed to be 
cleaned and large crowds were 
discouraged from gathering. The only 
certainty at time of print was that the virus 
would get worse before it gets better. 
Communities across Massachusetts found 
themselves bracing for what that might 
look like. 
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In response to COVID-19, many 
countries imposed travel restrictions at 


their borders. Passengers arriving from 
international destinations were 
screened for fevers and faced a 1 4- 
day quarantine depending upon 
where they'd been traveling. On 
March 11, President Trump shut down 
travel between the United States and 
Europe for 30 days in an effort to 
contain the virus. 


a result of the coronavirus pandemic. The 
league announced at 9:31 p.m. ET on March 
11 that, following the games that night and 
until further notice, no games would be 
played while the league determined its next 
steps, as a Utah Jazz player - center Rudy 
Gobert tested positive for COVID-19. On 
Thursday, Jazz guard Donovan Mitchell 
confirmed on Instagram that he, too, had 
tested positive. Five NBA teams who had 
played the Jazz were ordered to self 
quarantine: Detroit Pistons, Boston Celtics, 
Cleveland Cavaliers, New York Knicks and 
Toronto Raptors. 


Following the NBA’s action, the NHL also 
suspended their season on March 11. With 
189 games and three and a half weeks 
remaining in the NHL’s regular season, the 


league hopes to resume once the virus peaks. 






On March 11, it was announced that all 
March Madness tournament games 
would play with no crowds in 
attendance. As fears over coronavirus 
worsened, however, that suspended 
audience turned to outright cancellation 
on March 12. NCAA President Mark 
Emmert canceled the Division | men’s 
and women’s 2020 basketball 
tournaments, as well as all remaining 
winter and spring NCAA championships. 
“This decision is based on the evolving 
COVID-19 public health threat, our 
ability to ensure the events do not 
contribute to spread of the pandemic, 
and the impracticality of hosting such 
events at any time during this academic 
year given ongoing decisions by other 
entities,” the NCAA said in a statement. 





On March 12th, Disneyland in Anaheim, California, 
announced that it would close for an undetermined 
length of time in their own bid to help people practice 
“social distancing” during the spread of the virus. The 
parks previously closed down in the wake of the JFK 
assassination, the Northridge earthquake in 1994, 
and after 9/11, but this closure represents their 
longest closure in history. The closure began on 
March 14 and was expected to continue through the 
end of the month. 
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Broadway theatres went dark at 

5:00 PM on March 12, by order of 
New York Governor Andrew Cuomo. 
Performances were scheduled to 
resume the week of April 13. The 
announcement came as venues and 
performing arts organizations around 
New York City and the country 
announced closures of their own amid 
rising concerns about the global 
coronavirus pandemic. Governor 
Cuomo announced in a press 
conference that no gatherings of more 
than 500 people would be allowed, 
excepting schools, hospitals, mass 
transit, and nursing homes. 
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Propelled by fears of the coronavirus, the 
stock market fell into crisis in a matter of 16 
days of trading. The Standard & Poor’s 500 
entered a bear market for the first time since 
the financial crisis of 2008, and the Dow 
endured its biggest one-day percentage drop 
since the 1987 crash. The 16-day drop was 
the fastest decline ever and happened nearly 
twice as fast as the stock market crash in 
1929,"This is bad. The worst and fastest 
stock market correction in our career,” stated 
an economist. “The economy is doomed to 
recession if the country stops working and 
takes the next 30 days off. The stock market 
knows it. Bet on it.”

With families homebound, students looked for ways to pass the time. They often found 
themselves developing their creativity, either improving upon or discovering new skills and 
hobbies. Virtual art classes provided weekly assignments that focused on a variety of media 
or skills such as collage techniques and color theory. Google Classroom was a popular tool 
used by the Visual Arts Department, which allowed students to upload photos of their work 
to the website and get feedback from their teachers. 

There were some advantages to remote learning. The more flexible schedule allowed 
Troi Dixon (10) to perfect her nail tech skills and even start her own nail art business: Nailed 
by Troi. Dixon advertised and ran her business though Instagram, and posted photos of her 
clients’ finished nails. She booked appointments using Square Appointments, an online 
scheduling system popular among small businesses. Dixon said, “Before quarantine | had 
been practicing the art of nails but | didn’t really have that much time between school and 
work, so quarantine has given me lots of time to practice. | have a practice hand that | 
would use, but it’s actually a lot different than real people. You have to be careful of cuticles 
and the power levels of the drill etc. People have actual mouths to speak as well so | get a 
lot of input for designs and such. During the week I’ve been doing nails, homework, then 
sleep. On weekends | work as a cashier at Star Market. And repeat.” 

Lauren Steiger (12) used her quarantine art as a form of self expression and to help 
develop her personal mindset. “My whole senior year was a large identity crisis even before 
quarantine but by the time of the stay-at-home order things really hit me hard. | lost several 
family members within the last few months and | was rejected by almost every college | 
applied to. Art has always been a way for me to express my feelings. I’ve really become 
selFreflective with art. | don’t think anything I’ve made has come to a finished state but I’ve 
also stopped trying to reach this ideal of a perfect end to an art piece. I’m much more 
focused on the journey of anything I’m doing,” Steigerwald said.

Students find creative ways to 
help others 


School was dismissed on March 1 2th and little did we 
know then that we would not be going back for at least 
the rest of the year. Schools across the nation closed in 

order to slow the spread of the coronavirus. Stay at 
home orders were put in place, leaving everyone 
locked down in their own homes. However, despite 
being quarantined, students found creative ways to 
pass the time while social distancing. Since students 
could not volunteer in person, Sabrina Salman (1 1), 
found a way to help frontline workers right from her 
own home.

“UMass Memorial is one of the leaders in 
Massachusetts healthcare... for that reason will be on 
the frontlines, battling this pandemic. It is our job as a 
community to supply the equipment needed to keep up 
the fight and protect our healthcare workers, so they in 
turn can protect us.”

When asked 
about the most impactful change quarantine has had 
on her personal life, Khurana said., “My sleep 
schedule changed drastically because now | sleep 
way later than | used to and wake up at noon most 
of the time.” She also said, “I was looking forward 
to junior prom so much. To pass time instead, | am 
probably gonna watch movies with my family. 
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HEROES FROM HOME Jaime Yu (9) 
manufactures Personal protective Personal 
' protective equipment (PPE) on his 3D 
printer at home. To counteract the shortage 
of PPE in hospitals, Yu with several friends, 
started a 3D printing initiative called 
LexProtect3D. They print mask straps 
designed to alleviate pressure behind the 
ear for local organizations such as Youville 
Nursing Home and Cambridge Health 
Alliance. Yu said, “This project started as a 
way to help one hospital and to print mask 
straps for them. Then we grew to a group 
of 16, fulfilled 34 orders, and delivered a 
total of 4125 mask straps by the end of this 
week. Those numbers will rise to 38 orders 
and 6125 mask straps,” Yu said. “Our 
goal is to to make the jobs of healthcare 
and other essential workers as easy and 
comfortable as possible. Often we receive 
kind-hearted thanks from the healthcare 
workers that we deliver to and it just 
brightens our day.”

“Working with 
COVID patients makes me more cautious. | try not to get too close to 
everyone at home. Like standing six feet apart and eating six feet apart, 
wearing masks, and sleeping in different rooms,” Dr. Lim said. Despite 
these changes, Isabelle has found ways to bond with her family. “It was 
weird at first but after a few weeks, you kind of get used to it. Since we 
try not to do things too close to each other, my dad and | have found 
other ways to spend time together. We just downloaded virtual 
Scrabble and we play every night,” Lim said. 
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4. STICKING TO THE PROGRAM Although classes have moved 
online for the remainder of the school year, Ali Mosallaei (10) remains 
optimistic for a fresh start this coming fall. During quarantine, he designed 
and coded the MyLHS app, which students can use when they return to 
school. “The MyLHS app is geared towards being a personalized app for 
LHS students, including a weighted/unweighted GPA calculator, a 
homework planner with a calendar, and a news tab with the most recent 
news of the school. The inspiration for this app was to bring simplicity into 
the hands of students at LHS and to create an app specifically tailored to 
LHS policies,” Mosallaei said. “Beta testing was started about mid-April 
2020 and so far with 15 beta testers, the responses are fairly positive. If 
all goes to plan, the app will be released for all to use at the start of the 
next school year.”

He measured and observed their growth for a 
final biology project during quarantine. Coombs said, “| found remote learning 
to be a good experience but not an alternative to school. We had a much 
lower workload compared to in person teaching and remote learning wasn’t 
as impactful as normal school. My favorite assignment over remote learning 
was a biology project in which students designed and performed their own 
experiment and through doing mine I’ve found this style of long-term project to 
be a great example of what can be done through remote learning.”

Students and teachers alike use their new 
environments and schedules to learn new skills 


The routine of remote learning began on March 30th, two weeks after school 
closed. Teachers posted at least one assignment each week which was due on Friday 
and gave students feedback on their work via email and Google Classroom. Teachers 
picked up new skills with educational technology and some opted to give audio and 
video feedback using applications such as Screencastify and Mote. All teachers also 
offered “office hours” during the week in which students could join a Google Meet 
video call to check in or ask questions. The remote learning schedule allowed students 
and teachers more time to learn new things outside of an academic setting, whether it 
was art, family history, or sports related. Social distancing rules encouraged the 
community to learn how to function safely during a pandemic. The experience also 
afforded people the opportunity to learn life skills that the constraints of the regular 
school day did not allow. 

Nyree Brown (12) learned new skills after starting a job at Star Market. Brown 
said, “During this quarantine, it has been a struggle financially, emotionally and 
mentally. | picked up a job at Star Market to help me mentally during this difficult time. 
While working | have learned to trust the process of sometimes failing because it makes 
you a stronger person/worker and remembering to always look on the bright side of 
things. | learned that time is precious and to always show kindness to others around.” 








4. CAN’T TOUCH THIS During quarantine, rts 
even the most mundane tasks have been 
complicated by COVID-19. Sophia Zheng (11) 
describes how she prepares for a trip to the grocery 
store.” | wear a mask, gloves, and wear a hoodie.

We don't go grocery shopping at Market Basket 
anymore because of the long lines and go to BJ’s 
instead. They make us wait six feet away when 
we are purchasing our items.” Even after efforts to 
arrive early, Zheng said, “The meat section is 
usually empty along with the paper towels and 
Lysol wipes.”

Students used their flexible 
schedules to learn new skills by using YouTube 
videos and other online resources. 
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Despite not being in school together, 
Sarah Daxikar (12) and the 2023 
Class Council made it a point to meet 
regularly and plan events for their 
class. All Class Councils held a virtual 
spirit week, where students 
participated in activities together and 
shared them online, uploading pictures 
of themselves cooking, filming TikToks, 
and watching NetHlix. “Staff and 
students from different grades were 
able to participate in the spirit week, 
which made quarantine a lot more 
enjoyable because it reminded us of 
simpler times from the school year,” 
Daxikar said. “We've been posting on 
various social media platforms about 
ways we can spread kindness 
because looking out for each other is 
one of the most important things we 
can do right now.” Ava Kam and 
Arielle Min (10) made food together 
and sent in a photo to the 2022 
Classs Council. Kam said, “We made 
donuts. It was a little hard to make but 
still very fun.”
